It isn't merely a matter of big

evil when it dictates to the con- 
sumer. ^ 


Before the Reds struck in Korea, 


Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
asked "when everything else in 
America is getting bigger, shall 
we expect business to get smal- 
ler?" and the president of General 
Electric, Charles E. Wilson said: 
"No company and no Industry has 
yet been big enough to bring 
enough goods tq enough people."

It Is also seeking experienced 


Reserve officers in the following: 
branches: Chaplains Corps, Ord- 
nance, Signal, Finance, Chemical 
Warfare. Armored Force, Field j 
and Coast Artillery, the Army

ialist Corps.

The army did not announce the 


number of volunteers It would ac- 
cept for active duty. 


The Army statement said, how- 


ever, that current age-in-grade 
and physical requirements must be j 
met by those who volunteer.

1. Regular Army enlisted men

finite orders to report for active 
duty.

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HOARDING SELFISH AND DANGEROUS* 


According to DeWitt MacKenzie, Associated Press 


foreign affairs analyst, a lot of Americans are allowing 
themselves to become panicky and are rushing about buy- 
ing commodities of various sorts which they propose to 
hoard as protection against a bugbear of possible war- 
shortages. 


He says these scare buyers (or at least a good many 


of them) naturally don't realize it but by such hoarding 
they are giving aid and comfort to the enemy. They are 
playing straight into Communist hands. 


. That's blunt language, but it's well that the facts be 


faced before grave damage has been done. There is no 
law against hoarding at this writing, but the law of com- 
mon sense ought to bar it. 


"But," demands a reader, "how on earth can the fact 


that I stow away a few extra pounds of foodstuffs be of 
aid to Russia?" 


Well, it's this way: Widespread hoarding, either by 


householders or by profit-making dealers,, is terribly dam- 
aging to a country's economy. One of the main features 
of Moscow's strategy for spread of Communism is to cre- 
ate economic stress among the western powers, especially 
the United States. 


"Ability to maintain military preparedness obviously 


depends on economic fitness. So if the Reds could wreck 
us economically, they would have softened us up so that 
we would be vulnerable to assault. 


v Thus anything which damages the economy of Amer- 
ica is an ante to the Communist kitty. 


Hoarding upsets the normal trade of the country by 


creating a scarcity of commodities on the market. 


Non-hoarders are made to suffer for their patriotism be- 


cause of their inability to buy necessities. 


i And widespread hoarding might even deprive the gov- 


ernment of things which were needed for overseas opera- 
tions. 


One ridiculous aspect of hoarding is that it actually 


hurts the hoarder. His hoarding forces prices up so that 
while he is hanging onto his hundred pounds of sugar he 
has to pay more for what he buys for current consumption. 
We shouldn't forget what President Truman had to say 
about hoarding in His broadcast last week: 


"That is foolish. I say it is foolish, and it's selfish, very 


selfish, because hoarding results in entirely unnecessary 
local shortages. Hoarding food is especially foolish. There 
is plenty of food in this country, x x x We have to fear 
only those shortages which we ourselves artificially create." 


Every civilian citizen should be just as much a part 


of our national defense in times of stress like these as is 
the soldier at the front. Civilians are lucky not to be on 
.the firing line in Korea, and the least Americans can do is 
contribute their best to maintenance of- this country's 
economic strength and morale.

It was named in honor of 
Marshall Larsen, the first Claren- 
don casualty of World War I. The 
first commander of the post was 
Luther E. Lindahl. Veterans of 
World War II joined the ranks 
on October 10th, 1945. Today the 
Post has its own home and main- 
tains a registered service officer 
who renders needed aid to veter- 
ans of all wars. It also has a uni- 
formed drill team and firing squad 
that has established a record in 


conducting military funerals in 
honor of the community's war 
dead. Through the annual sale of 
the VFW Buddy Poppy the Post 
maintains a. Veterans Rehabilita- 
tion and Memorial Fund. 


Of the Volunteer Fire Depart- 


ment the history says it was or- 
ganized in June, 1882, named the 
Brown Hose Co. It had 20 active 
members and Fred Soberts was 
foreman, with Fred Keller as pres- 
dent. In July 1882, the Hook and 
Ladder Company was organized, 
named after C. A. Cronin with A. 


s chief. In 1SG3 the 


Independent Kose Company was 
organized by Zach T. -Weaver as 
foreman. About nine p. m., July 4, 
1887, during a celebration held by 
the firemen, a blaze was discover- 
ed in. the Brown Brothers' Mill. 
The flames got completely out of 
control and the entire village was 
practically wiped out. In 1891 C. 
L. McNett was elected chief, a 
position he held until he died in 
May, 1944, at which time he was

Fat Wallets Are Major Cause 
Of Rising Priqes for Meet

"tOTAS&INGTON—(NBA)—Comes a. war or a war scare, the first 
" place the average consumer seems to feel it is in the price of meat. 
The Korean incident seems to be no exception, although wholesale 
meat prices really started to rise about mid-June, two weeks before 
the North Koreans attacked. As of mid-July, wholesale meat prices 
were running 16 per cent above a year ago. But today's .wholesale 
prices are still about seven per cent below the peak of September 1948. 


There is some prospect that meat prices' will go even higher in the 


next few months. Department of Agriculture meat experts say there 
are two reasons why this could be so, though they are making no 
prophecies that it will be so. 


One reason is largely psychological. People get panicky. Those with 
deep freezes start loading up, though this isn't a good time to buy. 


The second, and most important reason is that this is the normal 
period of reduced livestock slaughtering. Meat reserves in cold storage 
are usually withdrawn by the big packing houses at this time of year, 
to meet current demand. Prices normally advance from June to 
September, when the spring pig crop comes to market. 
TV/TEAT prices normally drop during the fall and winter months. 


- 
Unless 'there are some new and unusual demands for meat, prices 


Should decline .again this fall. For there is no meat shortage, the 
experts insist. Livestock numbers are high. There are good grain 
crops -in prospect to fatten them for market. Meat supplies in cold 
storage are high. The supply situation is far better than in 1941. 


Up to mid-July, the Army Quartermaster Corps—which buys for 


all the armed services—had made no extra purchases. That situation 
is subject to change momentarily, however. And extra heavy Army 
purchases at this time could shoot the price up still higher. 


With Europe's own meat supplies greatly improved in tt» tot two 
years, less U. S. meat will be required for export 


For 1949, U. S. meat consumption was 146 pounds per person. It is 
running at about the same rate this year—maybe a little higher. Beef 
consumption may be down a couple of pounds to 62 per person. Veal, 
lamb, and mutton will be about the same—13 pounds, 
"DORK consumption is running about three pounds per person higher, 
•*• at 71 pec year. For there is a big pig crop and the price is rela- 
tively lower. Also there is a trend towards eating "higher on the 
hog."' Hams, loin roasts and chops sen better than bacon, fat back 
and jowls. 


This change in eating habits has bad Hs effect on the pig-raising 
business. Hogs have been marketed lighter and leaner—from ISO to 
240 pounds, instead of up to 300 pounds. This, too, has had its effect 
on lowering the price of pork. 


The spring pig crop is estimated at over 00,000,000 head. This Is 
three per cent more than' last year. It i* exceeded only by the 1942 
and 1943 records. 


There was a heavy slaughter of beef in 1947. But herds have been 


built up since then and the number of cattle on feed last Jan, 1 was 
over 4,550,000—an all-time record. 


Sheep and lamb numbers have been declining, since the war. Num- 


bers were built up to nearly 7,000,000 head, 1942 through 1946. But 
en Jan. 1 sheep and lambs on feed numbered only 3,700,000. 


•When all's said and done, however, meat consumption and prices 


depend on - earning power and income of consumers—not on the 
number of animals available for slaughter. People buy aU the meat 
they can afford. Today's high employment and high payrolls mean 
a 'greater demand for meat and for better cuts. That's what shootl 
the'price up, more than the war scare.and u>« tear of

Mr. Hartford was even lower than 
the profit of 1.15 per cent of con- 
solidated net sales reported by 
the company for the fiscal year 
ended Feb. 28, 1950. 


Mr. Hartford said a full state- 


ment of the company's policy in 
the current national 
emergency 


will appear over his signature in 
nation-wide newspaper advertise- 
ments later this week. 


In today's statement, Mr. Hart- 


ford pledged A & P to continue 
to strive for more efficient distri- 
bution and to fight any waste of 
food, time or money so as to nar- 
row' the spread between whole- 
sale and retail prices.

Answer: "Stand back. Then do nothing until you have reason to 


believe that the child's anger has cooled off. Trying to reason with an 
angry person is like hitting your head against the proverbial stone wall. 
When the child is in a good mood, explain to him how dangerous door- 
slamming can be. Go to far as to give him a description of how a 
person can lose a finger from a slammed door. Several talks of this 
sort are generally enough to cure a door slammer." 
What got me about that answer was the- command, "Stand back." 


In one phrase or another, that is what today's parents are constantly 
being told. Stand back. Wait. Don't try to force an issue. Realize the 
child is just going through a "stage"—and so on and on. 
And along with all this "stand back and wait" advice—there Is never 


any suggestion that children should be taught to respect grown-ups 
because they are grown-ups and parents because they are parents.

V~OU don't, you notice, tee anything In the answer quoted about 


Mama's making it clear to Johnny that she isn't going to stand for 


having a door slammed in her face—that it's something no parent 
ought to stand for and that if it ever happens again, it isn't Mama's 
finger that is likely to be hurt but Johnny's seat. 
Nope. Mama is told to stand back and when Johnny is his own sweet 


self again to try to convince him that door slamming can be dangerous. 


If Johnny is half the little rebel he appears to be, he ought to have 


a ready answer to Mama's attempt to show him that if slams a door 
in her face he might catch her finger. 
The answer: "Then, when I slam a door you'd better stand back."
